St. Petersburg, May 31.—It is re­ 
ported that Admiral Kamimura, hav­ 
ing pursued the Russians who escaped 
from the strait of Korea, is attacking 
them off Vladivostok. 


Tokio, May 31.—It is now believed 
that four Russian warships in addition 
to those already reported lost, have 
been sunk by the Japanese. 


Washington, May 31.—The Japanese 
legation has given out the following 
cablegram from Tokio: 


Fifth Report from Togo. 
The main force of our combined fleet 
upon accepting surrender of the re­ 
maining Russian main force near Lian- 
court rooks in the afternoon of May 
28 as already reported, stopped pursuit 
and while engaged in the disposition of 
surrendered ships found in a south­ 
western direction the Admiral Usha- 
koff, a coast defense ship. 
Thereupon 
Iwate and Yakumo were Immediately 
dispatched in pursuit and Invited her 
to surrender, but she refused and was 
sunk at 8 p. rn. 
Her crew of over 300 
men were rescued. 
Cruiser Dmitri Donskoi was also 
found In the northwestern direction at 
5 p. rn., and was immediately over­ 
taken and fired upon vigorously by our 
fourth division and second destroyer 
flotilla. 
She was attacked that night 
by the second destroyer flotilla and 
the next morning was found aground 
on the southeastern shore of Urleung 
Island, off Korean coast. 
Our destroy­ 
e r Sazanami captured toward the 
evening of May 27 in the south of 
Urleung island, the Russian destroyer 
Biedovy, wherein were found Admiral 
Rojestvensky 
and 
another 
admiral, 
both severely wounded, together with 
eighty Russ.ans, including staff offi­ 
cers from the flagship Prince Sovaroff, 
which was sunk at 5:29 p. rn. on May 
27. 
They were all taken prisoners. 
Our cruiser Chitose, while cruising to 
the northward on the morning of May 
28, found and sunk another Russian 
destroyer. Our cruiser Xitaka and de­ 
stroyer Muralcumo attacked also at 
noon on May 26, a Russian destroyer 
which finally went aground. 
Accord­ 
ing to various reports hitherto receiv­ 
ed and statements of prisoners, the re­ 
sult of the battle from May 27 to May 
29 Is as follow's: 
Prince Suvaroff. Alexander UL, Bo­ 
rodino, Dmitri Donskoi Admiral Nach- 
imoff, Monomach. Zemtchung. Admiral 
TJshakoff, one converted cruiser and 
two destroyers sunk. 
Nicholas I., Orel, Admiral Apraxine, 
Admiral Zenkavln and destroyer Bied­ 
ovy captured. 
According to the pris­ 
oners the Osliabia sank about 3 p. rn , 
and the Navarin also was sunk. 
Almazon on May 27 was observed in 
a disabled and pinking condition, but 
her final fate is yet unknown. 
The 
full particulars regarding the injury 
to our ships are not yet in hand, but 
so far as I could ascertain none was 
seriously injured, all being still en­ 
gaged In operations.

Fire to Fight Consumption. 
Richmond, Va,, May 31.—If the ad­ 
vice of Richmond physicians Is fol­ 
lowed many houses will- be burned to 
the ground to rid them of the germs 
of tuberculosis. 
This remedy is of 
course costly and is in the majority of 
cases impracticable, but the doctors 
assure the people that there is no oth­ 
er way to assure tho absolute destruc­ 
tion of the consumption germs and 
that it would prove cheaper in the 
long run to destroy valuable property,

means the loss of many precious lives. 


Washington, May 31.—Thus far the 
Washington government has not re­ 
ceived the slightest official intimation 
that peace is under consideration at 
St. Petersburg, but a report on this 
point is expected very soon from Mr.

Advocates of Peace 
Declare 
Now is 


the i ime for Concession. 
Bt. Petersburg, May 31.—The Rus­ 
sian admiralty is literally stupefied at 
the extent of the disaster suffered by 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s fleet, and 
its own advices paint the situation in 
even worse colors than the Tokio dis­ 
patches. 
A Vladivostok dispatch received at 
an early hour this morning accounts 
for only two ships of the great Rus­ 
sian fleet—the cruiser Almaz and the 
torpedo boat destroyer Grozny—and 
the absence of news about the battle­ 
ship Navarin and the cruiser Oleg and 
Aurora, which are the only fighting 
ships of any value not enumerated in 
the Japanese lists of destroyed or cap­ 
tured, renders almost idle any hop© 
that they were able to shake off the 
pursuing Japanese cruisers and reach 
the shelter of the fortress at Golden 
Horn. 
Tlie officers of the Almaz dispute 
Admiral Togo’s claim of victory with 
practically no loss and declare they 
saw two battleships go down before 
their eyes and that two cruisers were 
on the point of foundering when they 
last distinguished the battling fleets. 
But they admit the distance of their 
ship from the scene of battle and th© 
fog made the view difficult. 
Russia has agreed to disarm and in­ 
terne the big fleet of colliers and trans­ 
ports sent to the Chinese coast when 
Rojestvensky dete: mined to try and 
force the strait of Korea.

informing him that ne had received ad­ 
vice -t from Vladivostok that th** de­ 
stroyer's commander. Admiral Dour- 
novo’s son. had picked up Rojestven­ 
sky and had followed the Aimaz out 
of the battle. 
Admiral Dournovo be­

The opinion expressed here Is that 
nothing can excuse the failure of the 
Russian commanders to sink their 
ships under their feet rather than to 
allow them to fall into the enemy’s 
hands, the admiralty advancing the 
supposition that the ships were strand­ 
ed on some shoal before being sur­ 
rendered. 
The question of inaugurating peace 
negotiations is not likely to be opened 
until full reports of the Russian dis­

while many Russians who heretofore 
have been in favor of peace but who 
are now humiliated by the defeat of 
their navy, are giving their voice In 
favor of a continuation of the war.
